_160 DEAD IN EARTHQUAKE 


/ 


One Town in State of Jalisco Is 
Wiped Out—Cathedral of 
Tolima Falls 
Mexico City.—Croaking and tossing 
its way from coast to coast through 
Mexico, the earthquake broug 
death to at least 150 persons, accord- 
ing to authentic counts. The area of 
the earliest direction is a rectangular, 
with its northern boundary less than 
50 miles ‘fromthe. vapitul and the 
south line cutting across the lower 

part of Guerrero state. 

The death toll grows with tabulu- 
tion. The number of casualties, as 
compiled by the police in Mexico 
City is 63. Forty-nine corpses have 
been taken out of the ruins of Ocot- 
l@n Jalisco. It will never be known 
how many perished in villages in 
remote parts of the ‘quake zone. 
Catastrophes in those parts are taken 
as a matter of course. 

For instance, Tonala, in Jalisco 
state, was wiped out, to all outward 
appearances, but the score of deaths 


there cannot be accurately obta ed. 

Not many persons were killed, , the 
city of Colima, but a  consi¢ fable 
amount of damage was done. The 


cathedral is so badly damaged that a 
slight shock might cause its collapse, 
and the tower of another church was 
toppled on the roof. e 


The Surveys in the Yellowhead

passed through Calgary recently. 

With a huge staff of chainmen and 
surveyors, Mr. Bassett estimates that 
the feat will take the whole summer 
for among the peaks it is one of ex- 
treme difficulty.

There was not one good ruler among 
them all, nor any real turning to the 
Lord, though He sent them from time 
to time as His messengers to plead 
with them, the unnamed man of God 
from Judah, and the prephets: Thijah, 
Elijah, Michiah, Elisha, SoHnH) Hosea, 
Amos and Oded. The record of their 
persistent rebellion and sin is given 

riefly in verses 14 to 18 of our lesson 
chapter, and, what a record it is! They 
would not hear, did not believe in the | 
Lord their God, rejected His statutes, 
left all His commandments, followed 
vanity and became vain, sold them- 
selves to do evil in the sight of the 
Lord. The record concerning Judah 
over a hundred years later reads thus: 
“They mocked the messengers of God 
and despised His words and misused 
His prophets until the wrath of the 
Lord arose against His people till} 
there was no remedy” (II Chron. 
xxxvi, 16).

A farmer writing to a Toronto daily 
paper from Indian Head, Saskatche- 
wan, under the nom de plume; Sas- 
katchewan Farmer, refutes the state- 
ment made by many Westerners, that 
the farmers of the West have been 
ill-used by the Dominion Government 
which is identified largely with East- 
ern interests. This Saskatchewan far- 
mer gives a bake instance of the 
expenditure. and revenue connected 
with a section of land, 640 acres, 
from the year 1900 to 1910.

“TRAVELING IN INDIA. 


Shanges of Temperature Necessitate 
Wide Range of Clothes. 
{ Everybody when on a journey in In- 
| dia carries his own bedding, and out- 
| pide, the large establishments of the 
jovernment officials everywhere it is 
heeded. You are supposed to carry 
your own bedding with you just us 
you carry your own tooth-brush. In 
ithe trains—and there are very long 
train journeys, by slow trains, in 
India—in the guest-houses of the na- 
tive princes, in camp, of course, al- 
ways, and in the hotels and inns, yout 
own bedding is a necessity. Indeed, 
you can scarcely carry too much in 
| India if you wish to be comfortable. 
! All sorts of clothing, from fur coats 
; to the thinnest of linen, all sorts of 
hats from a cap to a pith helmet, a 
spirit lamp, a folding table and chair, 
a@ smal] amount of tinned or bottled 
food and a supply of mineral water 
for the train, a large supply of linen 
and underclothing, for one changes 
them often, and the laundry work is 
done by beating on flat stones. 

The changes of temperature from 
noon till midnight are startling. One 
must give up cold baths and take to 
tepid or hot water, and be careful, in- 
deed, what, and how much, one eats 
and drinks. No alcohol before sun- 
set, and very little then, and the 
plainest and most nourishing food. In 
this land, as large almost as the whole 
ot Europe, there are only a few large 
| cities, where one can buy any of the 
luxuries or comforts of life outside the 
obvious, and what you need you must 
carry with you. On a large scale you 
do what the native does, you carry 
your household gods and goods about 
with you. 

How differently “pick up your bed 
and walk” sounds in your ears when 
you see a whole population of hun- 
dreds of millions actually carrying 
their beds with them whenever they 
move. Why should one take heed as 
|to what one shall eat, or drink, or 

wear, when a handful of rice, a thim- 
| bleful of water, and a loin-cloth sur- 
face. The group of servants in front 
of their master’s door at the hotel, or 
the hundreds of families traveling by 
train, by bullock-cart, or even on foot, 
have squeezed and sifted life’s neces.
